Fuel and JAijht. 

Tho scale of issues of Fuel and Light 
for British Culnmbia- will bu mi the basis 
laid down in tlio Regulations for Ontario. 

A commuted allowance in lieu of Fuel 
and light will bo issued: —

If it iirovos able to do liway with 
tlie ubjecliona that apply to tho present 
aysteni, it is sure of universal adoption as 
suon as uiidcrsloud. An important ques- 
tion tu lie eunsidered in the matter of any 
new arrangoment for cuininunicatiou be- 
tween vessels is the beat mothods of 
signalling during a thick fog. At 
present all dopondonco is placed upon 
whistles. But any precaution that may 
be employed in this manner has frequent- 
ly been proved unavailing. Within a 
year quite a number of mid-ocean colli- 
sions liiive occ'.iried, when both captains 
knew , •mother vessel was close by and used 
their signal whistles for all that they wore 
worth. But either tho signals wore not 
underatood or the wind or something else 
prevented their being heai-d.

It can fairly be said 
of Jenny Lind tlmt she helped to make 
tho world a little bettor than she found it. 
Many singera have become famous since 
.Icnny Lind's time, but the echoes of her 
voice will ring in the liiNirts uf those who 
heard her like the nule.s uf a nightingale 
that h.as sung its sweet sung and is 
hitsbed fureverimu'e.
